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FISCAL NOTE ANALYSIS

STATE OF ALASKA BILL NO. HB 147
2016 LEGISLATIVE SESSION

Analysis

The CS for HB 147(JUD) amends the legal process that occurs when a person's animals are seized for suspected cruelty and
provides a means for having the owner pay for the costs of caring for the seized animals (sections 1-10; 18), amends the
crimes of "violating a protective order" and "cruelty to animals" (sections 11-12), amends the domestic violence
protective orders statutes and definitions to have pets specifically considered (sections 13-17), and amends the divorce
and dissolution statutes to specify that an animal may be accounted for in those actions (sections 19-26).

The court anticipates that the number of legal actions that will be filed in the district court under the changes to AS 03.55
in CSHB 147 will be small. The changes to the protective order provisions and to the family law statutes are not expected
to alter the court's practices in those types of actions. Though the bill may therefore have some effect on our courts, we
anticipate that we can absorb that without a fiscal impact.
